HOW TO OBTAIN PURE -WATER. 


EciTOtt GAZETTE :—During a vacation trip 


to New England in the early part of last 
autumn, it was my privilege to spend three 
or four hours at the waterworks in the City 
of Lawrence, examining the woikmg of the 
filter used to purify 
the wafer of the 


Morrimac river before it was supplied to the 
city. 
The superintendent of the works 


spared no trouble to explain the process and 
extended every facility necessary to a 
thorough examination of the system. The 
old proverb says, ''By the street of hye-and- 
bye one arrives at the house of never." Two 
or three^trmes^ an account of this viait-JiaB 
been planned, but has been put off for one 
reason and another, and it is, therefore, 
with great interest, that I read the proceed- 
ings of a meeting held last week in Phila- 
delphia in the interest of a system of filtra- 
tion for tho water supply of that city. The 
following synopsis of an address delivered 
upon that occasion by Dr. Thomas M. Drown, 
of the Massachusetts State Board of Health, 
taken from tlie Press, gives a concise, yet 
full account of the filter at Lawrence ai d its 
workings, as well as of its benefit to the 
health of the city, and I offer it for publica- 
tion in the GAZETTE, hoping it may throw a 
little light upon the water problem in 
Bristol.

sewer by a large population above it. Since 
September, 18i)8, the river water has been 
slowly nlteied through sand before it is 
delivered to the consumer, and the typhoid 
fever rate at once fell to the level of those 
cities having a good water supply. This is 
a simple statement of fact; it is more, it is 
a statement of cause and effect " 


Dr. Drown ll en gave a description of the 


work of the Massachusetts State Board of 
Health for the ,ast eight years in investigat- 
ing the chai acter of the natural waters of the 
State and its experiments on tlie purification 
of sewage and water by filtration. He next 
showed tlie condition _ of affairs in 
the 


Merrimac Valley, where the cities of Con- 
cord, Manchester and Nashua, in Now 
Hampshire, and Flitchburg and Clinton, in 
Massachusetts, pour their sewage directly 
or indirectly into the river. Lowell and 
Lawrence usa this water for drinking, and 
they have had a death rate from typhoid, lie 
said, three times as large as the average of 
the State. 


"The new filter at Lawrence," he said, 


'has reduced the typhoid death rate for the 
mouths of October to May from forty-three 
to eight, and this low rate has continued up 
to the present time. The filter is two and 
one-half acres in extent, with a depth of fine 
sand varying from 3 to 5 feet in dcnth. It 
took seven to eight months to bui d it, ,>nd 
its cost was $66.000. The cost of operating 
it in 1894 was $4000. Its rate of filtration 
is from 2,000,000" to 2,500,000 gallons per 
acre daily. In general it may be said that 


city should calculate on an acre of filter 


surface to each 2,000,000 gallons filtered 
daily, and a cost 01 operating of §1100 
a 


year for each 1,000,000 gallons filtered 
daily." 


Dr. Drown explained the operation of a 


filter, 
"The elementary idea- of a filter," he 


said, uis a porous medium in which the 
pores are smaller -than the substance to be 
strained out. 
Such filters we have in some 


natural sand-stone, and in englazed por- 
celain. 
Sand filteis depend for their 


efficiency on the very slow rate—2,000.000 
(Bilious a day per acre. This is three vertical 
inches" of water per hour—and the small 
particles attach themselves to the particles 
of sand ivhich become'slimy by use. When 
the surface becomes clogged it must be 
scraped; but it is not true that a freshly 
.scraped filter is ^not efficien't. 
The rate 


after scraping should be lowered for twenty- 
four hours, but it is not necessary to run 
any water to waste. It is not true that a 
saud filter becomes foul in time. The dis- 
solved oxygen wliich occurs in all surface 
water prevents this." 


"England and Germany have used sand 


filters for fifty years, and have thereby made 
polluted water safe. London's water supply 
is in large part from the highly polluted 
Thames anc1 sea, and yet, 
thanks to its 


immence acreage of filters, London has the 
lowest typhoid death rate of any large city 
in the world. Hamburg drankjthe unfiltered 
water of the Elbe and had 8000 deaths from 
cholera in a month. Altona, just below 
Hamburg, was practically free from cholera, 
in spite of the fact that it also used the Elbe 
water,,and even after polluted by the sewage 
of Hamburg. Its immunity was due to a 
sand filter. 


"Dr. 
KedziiS, president of the Michigan 


State Board of Health, has wittily said that 
what we want in a drinking water is inno- 
cence, not repentance. This should indeed 
be our mott o; but when we have n. polluted 
supply at our comniand it is better to reform 
tlie water than to drink it with all- its 
iniquity upon it.0' 


Dr. Drown said that there were three 


courses open to a city with a bad water 
supply:— 


"First, to remove the source of pollution; 


second, to abandon the supply end get 
better one; third to purify the water by 
filtration. Whether it ja possible in the 
case of Philadelphia to do either the first or 
second I leave to competentand disinterested 
inquirers. But I have no hesitation in say- 
ing that Philadelphia can get a perfect safe 
drinking water from the Schuylkill in its 
present condition by constructing a, sand 
filter, as Lawrence lias done."

Hers,tljere intrudes the thought'of a drive 


to St. George some days ago. Quaint old St. 
George is said by the Hamiltonians to have 
been finished and laid by fifty years ago. It 
is built on. a hillside, and some of the streets 
leading from the bay are simply flights of 
stairs^-wlule others are inclined planes that 
would be elegant coasting hills if snow ever 
came. They are about ten feet wide, and on 
either side rise the high stone walls that 
surround the houses and gardens. The whole 
effect is like a picture from Algiers, and one 
feels somewhat surprised not to see Arabs 
and camels.

It was from 
him. tha^tiiese isjands were called the Hom- 
ers corrupted into the Summer Islands, but 
the liatne failed to stick. I was told lhat 
St. George is the oldest incorporated towa oi 
any of England's colonies, but the Bermjida 
almanac gives tho dote as 1797, and that oi 
'Hamilton four years earlier. Who can tel] 
irhy information derived from different 
sources varies so much, or who can tell why 
nn Englishman wears a monocle ? On the 
way to St. George we stopped to investigate 
Walsingham, 
s 


Walsingham is an estate of about 20 acres, 


and was the residence of the poet Moore 


who came out here under a political appoint- 
ment early in the eighteen hundreds. It was 
too slow for the Irish bard, however, and he 
soon went home. The house is now occu- 
pied by a family of Portuguese. The Port- 
ugandcv is a fine dailc-skinncd, piimitivc- 
looking chap, with a murderous looking 
knife sticking point upwards six or eight 
inches from his hjp pocket. (T Imped, ho 
would, fall down, so that it would be demon- 
strated if this is a safe way to carry a knife, 
but he didn't fall). The apron.and dross of 
the Portugooso and the faces aud clothing of 
the Portugoslings contained all the dirt in 
Bermuda; they looked like chunks from a 
•slop-barrel. Nowhere else have wo seen any 
filth. The man conducted us to tlie caves 
and to Moore's celebrated tree. There is 
certainly nothing remarkable about this tree 
as theie arc lots of others on the island. 
Why it is dignified especially, I do not know. 
Perhaps it was Moore1 s personal property 
that lie brought over with him and forgot to 
take back. Almost under the tree was a 
pool' pf ' crystal water nestling in a i ocky 
bowl; "five or six feet down I saw a number 
of beautiful and quoer-looking milk white 
things like some sort of coral formation, 
clinging to the dark^rock. I asked tho pi- 
rate What tiiey'were : 


''Dunno," he said. 
"Will they break off- the rock ? "

''How long hav«~you lived here ? " 
"Twcnt" ye'r." 
Think of it I In twenty years he had 


never wanted to know what those things 
were. Truly, "some folks is queer;" though, 
perhaps, it depends upon the standpoint 
which folks, is which, and I dare say if he 
ever thinks at all, he thought I was queer. 
Then he led us through dense thickets of 
coffee aud wild orange trees to tho calves. He 
went in first and turned on the light with 
flambeaux of dried palmetto leaves. 


The first cave contained a little pond of 


clear water which reflected the stalactites 
hanging from the roof, and glistened in the 
light of our pirate's torch like a mirror in 
the sunbeams. 
Finally, pirate raked to- 


gether the remains of former torches, and 
throwing what was loft of his own upon them, 
stood on a rock with folded arms, posing in 
the blaze like the Devil in "Faust," while 


of the cave. The other cave is smaller and 
has no pond 1 we just poked our noses in ; 
we didn't feel particularly cavcy. I don't 
think we like caves any way. I bumped my 
head against an ill-slmpen clumsy stalactite, 
and everything was damp and uncanny. No 
doubt these Walsingham caves arc all very 
fine for Bermuda, but the Kiralfy Brothers 
get up much finer ones in the "Black Crook," 
where ono may sit in comfort and see it all, 
without slime, or smoke or bumps, and the 
price is about the same. Black Crook, first 
row, balcony, $1.00; Walsingham, general 
admission, standing room only, three shill- 
ings.' 


There are a number of other caves in the 


island of more or less fame, but we are told 
that these are fair samples and tho others 
can bo depended upon, to match in color and 
quality. If'we wot o going to buy a cave to 
take home, we would of course look them all 
over, at least, one of us being a woman, 
would. I funk I would take the first one 
hat fitted • but as it is I think we do not 
care to look at any more, thank you; we will 
not purchase to-day. There are caves, how- 
ever, in the islands that are romances and 
airy talcs. There are the caverns in the 
imestone cliffs that overlook the sea. I am 
sure I saw Mog Merrilles disappear around 


rock in one of them the other day, and I 
mow that tho gnomes that dance at night 


.ive iu lots of others. These are not espec- 
ially advertised and that is one of their 
charms. 
We like to prowl and find the 


beauties and the wonders for ourselves; and 
if, perchance, we run across something that 
s "on tho bills" without knowing it, we can 
enjoy the beauty and have the satisfaction of 
inding afterwards (hat we have met a prin- 


s incog. "Points of interest" are like 


people of note. You meet thorn purposely, 
sow and have some small talk, and feel dis- 
appointed that they are so much like ordi- 
nary mortals.

OUR PHILADELPHIA LEl'TEIl. 


(From Our Regular Correspondent) 


PiniADKi-puiA, January 24th, 1895—Tho 


sympathy of Ihe Ntw York newspapers and 
the residents of Brooklyn beems to bo with 
tho striking employees of the Long Inland 
Traction Company. This may be accounted 
for by the fact that (,ho capital supplied to 
equip and operate tho road did not con o 
from local sources but from other cities, and 
I am told that there is a good deal of Phili- 
delphia money invested in that company. 
Tho Brooklyn City Passenger Railway and 
tho Brooklyn Heights Railway were bought 
by a syndicate of capitalists, of which lit 
least ono Philadelphia bank was a member. 
Horse cars wore replaced by trolleys, and 
an effort has boon made to have 245 miles uf 
rails pay for $50,000,000 of capital. It is 
claimed that the company is over-capitalized, 
and this, together with the fact tunt non- 
residents of Brooklyn are interested, causes 
the, people of that city to sympathize with 
the strikers rather than with the company. 


Efforts have been made here to unite the 


street car workers in a labor organisation, 
but tho men actually employed arc afiaid to 
join a union for fear of being discharged. 
Tho Philadelphia Traction Company has in 
its employ ono of the best detectives in the 
city, who has a number of assistants to help 
him in his work. It is an easy matter for 
him to have detectives among the car work- 
ers who will report to him just who of the 
employees are taking an interest in labor 
organizations. Tho men realize this and 
are, therefore, slow to organise. For lack 
of organization it is thought that there will 
be no labor (roubles on tho Philadelphia 
street car lines.

The rights of the workingmen is th 
greatest problem that this nation has to dea 
with, und if it can be solved anywhere th 
solution ought to be found by the most atabl 
republic in the world, one which was foun 
ded nearly one hundred and nineteen years 
ago. The government "of the people, fo 
tiie people, and by the people" must set it- 
•elf to adjusting differences between capital 
aad kb»r lest i» perish from off the earth 
The only possible way to suppress riots and 
bloodshed is honestly to uphold the cause 
of the common people and if this iii not don 
tie disturbances will gradually grow more 
friiquentaad more violent tuitU they reenl 
in one tremendous upheaval against the gov 
eminent, whose arms will naturally be 
brought inta tue to pro'_»st property.

Stephen Glrard. 


Stephen Glrard (died Deo. 26, 1881) be- 


gan his remarkable trading career with 
one object, which ho steadily kept in view 
all his long life—the making of money for 
the power it conferred. He practiced tbe 
most rigid personal economy; he resisted 
-all.tlio nllurementB of pleasure; he exacted 
tho last farthing "thatwaVatoe* him, and he 
paid the last farthing that ho owed; ho 
took every advantage which tho law al- 
lowed him in resisting a claim; he used 
men just so far as they would accomplish 
his purpose; ho paid his servants no more 
than tbe market price; he had no sense 
of hospitality, no friend to share his house 
or his table. 


He was devoted to the improvement of 


his adopted city and country; he was a 
determined follower of ostentations char- 
ity. No man ever applied to him for a 
largo public grant in vain.while the starv 
ing beggar was Invariably sent from hie 
gate. He steadily rose every morning be- 
fore tho lark, and unceasing labor was the 
dally worship of his life; he left his 
monument in tho Girard college—that 
marble roofed palace for the education and 
protection of the orphan children of the 
poor which stands, the most perfect model 
of architecture in tbe new world, high 
above the buildings of Philadelphia.

How to Hake Beeswax. 


The following reclpo for beeswax can bo 


vouched for: After tbe combs have been 
put through an extractor or crushed and 
strained through a thin cloth the wax is 
put in a copper or porcelain lined kettle, 
with cold water enough to cover it, and 
boiled for half an hour, or longer If it 
seoms necessary. 
When the wax is taken 


from tbe stove, it is strained and poured 
in a vessel previously dipped In cold wa- 
ter. 
To make a round cake of beeswax 


pour tho melted wax in a bowl that has 
been dipped in cold water. When cold, it 
may be easily removed if the bowl was 
dipped in cold water. To mako wax sheets 
use a board three-eighths of an inch thick, 
dampened with warm water, then dipped 
In the molted wax two or three times. 
The board la next put in water to oool for a 
little while, after which it is taken out, 
the edgos trimmed with a sharp knife and 
two shoots of wax peeled off. To make 
these wax sheets the wax must not be too 
hot, or it will crack.—Ladies' Home Jour- 
nal.

flomc person cr other thnt lie could not bo 
driven, but must bo led," said Edwnrd 
Dnrlin^, the fainout lion tain Dr. "If you 
hnvo < vcr trl«xl to nocompllsh anything 
with n person so disposed, you will nppru- 
clnto that a grcut amount oi discretion 
and discrimination iniiet bo exercised if 
you dt-iiirc to ho successful. 
Keeping ifl 


mind tho ditTiculticH thnt present thcin- 
tolvca In a humnn Individual who cnnnot 
bo drlvt-n, you will at onco concede thnt a 
lion timer's task is not an easy one when 
I tell you that tho king of beasts cnn 
nolthrr ho led nor driven. I ninnn this 
literally. 
If you succeed in having n lion 


permit you to lead him—nnd I tell you 
that ID requires no little piitlonco and 
work to accomplish this apparently Rim- 
plo trick—you cnn rest assured thnt tho 
balance! of his training will come onsy. 


"Mnny people havo wondered why dogs 


alwnjM accompanied lions while perform- 
ing on tho stage. I havo heard some offer 
tlio explanation that they wore there for 
tlio protection of the tumor. 
Others 


clnlini (1 thnt there was a psychological 
connection Iwtweon tho dogs and tho lious, 
by which tho former hud the latter hyp- 
notized, BO that tho lonut bark or move- 
ment from tho dog would bring tbo lion 
to a rrrillzntion of what ho wns then to do. 
Whilo these theories niny sound very well, 
they nro oil wrong. 
The dugs arc simply 


thoro for txnniplc. 
Thoy nro of course tho 


most domestic of nil animals, and their 
association with tlio lions inukos the lat- 
tor tal.o on somo of their habits. 


•'Fnmi the time n lion is first placed in 


tho trainer's hands, which is at abuut tho 
ngo of !) months, young dogs arc placed in 
Its ca^r. A t first thorn is somo antagonism 
shown, but nftnr thoy liuvo boon together 
for awhile they begin to romp nnd play 
with cuch other like kittons. Lions aro 
nsunll.\ trained in pairs—that Is, two In 
ono ciifjo. 
This is done to -nako them 


bolder. 
If they have compr.ny, thoy do 


not hnvo tho same few of tlio trainer ns 
thoy vould if clone. And it may socm 
Ktrnnk'M to you to know that a trainer 
clrcndK fear In n lion moro than uoldnotB. 
If when you enter n cage a lion sneaks 
nway from you nnd commences to jump 
obont, striking Its hcnd ngnlnst tho bars 
as if it would dash Its bruins out, seeking 
to csc.'ipo in every possible, wny, tbon look 
out to protect yourself, for as sure as 
donth that linn, nftcr having exhausted 
every \vny ho supposed ho rould e"'" his 
liberty, will turn his attention to you nud 
deal \\lth you in a manner not tho most 
polite 
A timid lion is to bo dreaded, but 


fl bold ono you cnn nlwnystull how to deal 
with. 
Tho only protection tho trainer 


takos with him whju ho flrstonters ncago 
Is a board about four feet lonj?. 
This is 


to hold up in front of him in case the 
boast makes a plunge at him. Tho tamer 
u.iiinliy enters tlio cngo ns If he had somo 
business thoro, such ns sweeping or clcim- 
Ing, <li Inghiswork, apparently not paying 
the el K-htcst attention to tho lions. 
Ho 


keeps I his up for a long time, nnd gradu- 
ally tin) lions bocomo accustomed to his 
presence. 
Then ho otters them food out 


of his hnnd, cnutiously, for tho lion usnnl- 
ly makes n grab for his food with his paw 
first, and there Is dnngorof having an arm 
tnkon lift. 
After this is accomplished lio 


begins to stroke the beasts with bis stick, 
which hhows them it is not for beating 
them, thon with his hand rewarding onch 
ndvtiiK o with ment. 


"Afiur a lion lins permitted his trainer 


*o 3tmitvtr ilia t«n/lkTv»'Hllou<! n remonstrance 
ho is eonsidored to know tho difference be- 
twcon right and wrong, nnd from that 
timo on is punished for bad behavior. Be- 
fore this no punishment has been admin- 
istered, as tho prime object is to first got 
tho confidence of tho beasts nnd lot thorn 
know what, you wnat them to do. 
But 


nfter tlie trainer has petted nnd rewarded 
him fur it, should tho lion show any de- 
sire to i;o back to his primeval wildness 
and mnke any attempt to claw or bite his 
master, then tho whip is applied and not 
sparingly cither. 
Ho !s whipped and 


whipped until his will is broken and he 
pormitu o renewal of tho familiarity. 
I 


havo seen lions almost beaten to death bo- 
foro they would give in, but at last they 
wore conquered. The trainer bos become 
tbo m istor, and, strangely, tho punish- 
ments inflicted are never remembered 
against him by tho lion. 


"Tho first nnd most difficult step, as I 


have said before, Is teaching them to be 
led. 
Tho Idea of being led seems to be 


contrary to tho lion's nature. And no 
wonder, for what king would not revolt 
at such treatment' But tho king of boasts 
can bo taught, although it required many 
long nnd sovoro lossons boforo ho will 
bring himself down to it. Even after a 
lion hns boon fully trained you can never 
bo absolutely sure of Mm. 
Thoy are very 


peculiar animals. Somotimea thoy will 
not got out of sorts for yoaiB, yet in a day 
will develop nasty traits that mnko them 
decidedly clangorous. These spells only 
last, luokily, for two or throe days, when 
they return to tho former condition. Wo 
work upon tho jealous feelings of a lion 
with great succoss while training one. 
I have seen some animals thnt could novrr 
havo boor oonquercd had it not been for 
the jealousy that was created In thorn. 
They became BO jealous of dogs and other 
lions that were having a great deal of at- 
tention paid to them by tho trainer that 
they absolutely forgot themselves and 
cnmo U|> to him as tho other beasts had 
done. 
Naturally wo got very much at- 


tached to our own animals, but you can- 
not develop tho same affection for a lion 
ns you can for a dog, I suppose because 
you cannot have tho lion always with you. 
My lions know no ono but myself. I at- 
tend to them exclusively, with the excep- 
tion of cleaning out the cages. I feed them 
every morning and let them exorcise, so 
that th«y nre almost part of my family." 
—Pittbburg Dispatch.

pounds. Hunting porpoises in tho bay of 
FunOy I know from experience is a decid- 
edly dangerous business, but a great many 
people gut thoir living by it along tho 
coast. 
The most expert porpojbo huntnrh 


«ro the remnants of that anuiont tribe of 
Indians, the Passamaquoddies. They usu- 
ally camp on Indian beach, bordering on 
the bay of Fumly, and tlieie is a good 
sprinkling of whites among them too.

took a winter ttip onco along tho coast of 
Maine, nnd nt Indian beach I soon noticed 
that there were a great many uiyn, okl nnd 
young, both among tho Indians and tho 
white men, who had but ono arm or one 
arm and n hnlf, while hands and parts of 
hands and lingers wore mibsina on others, 
I finally asked a native what was tho 
cause) of tho luck or loss of those missing 
members. 
" 'SlmrJisI' was his grim reply. 
"Tiy further questioning I learned that 


very frequently whon a porpoise is shot 


| on the hunting grounds off tho coast its 
death struggles will not bo over bi'foro tho 
water all around the hunter's bout will 
bristle with tho btiyonotliko back (ins of 
sharks that have suddenly come from tho 
depths to gulp in tho blood that flows co- 
piously from the stricken porpoise. 
It is 


seldom that sharks will bito at tho carcass 
of n porpoise, but they will follow it to 
the boat as the hunters pull it in, nud if 
tho Intter are not wary will with one sunp 
of their terrible jaws toko off an arm at 
tlio elbow, or at lonst n hand. 


"1 was not anxious to sea any ono have 


an arm taken off, but I did want to see a 
porpoiso killed and watch the array of 
sharks that they said was almost invari- 
ably in at tho ilonth. 
I hired a couplo of 


bi« Indians to take mo with them on a 
day's 1'vnfc. Sometimes these Indians will 
nob go out for days, no matter how fine 
tho weather is, but loaf and lay around 
like lazy pigs. 
But when thoy do make 


up thoir mi lids to go out there is no 
weather too rough to stop them. 
Thoy 


launch their boats nt all risks nnd make a 
start for the hunting grounds, whether 
they ever reach them or not. 
It is by no 


nionna an unheard of tiling for a boat to 
start out in tempestuous weather and for 
neither bout nor hunters to be hoard of 
again unless by chnnoe tho waves wash 
them ashore. 
Two men go in a boat, but 


as tlio boats are made largo enough to 
fotoh back two or threo porpoises, weigh- 
ing from 20J to UOO pounds, there is room 
enough for n third person if he is anxious 
to tako tho risk and share the hardships 


''Tho morning I mndo tho third occu- 


pant oi the boat I speak of was sunny and 
calm, but it was March, nnd the Indians 
told mo squarely that it might blow great 
guns before we could hopo to get back. 
But I was resolved to go, nnd go I did. 
No ono will over know how I prayed a few 
hours later to bo Hifo. back on the beach. 


"On tho way out to tho porpoiso grounds 


the Indians told mo that it took years to 
make an expert porpoiso hunter out of a 
beginner, and that they put their boys to 
tho task ns soon as thoy woro largo enough 
and strong enough. Each Indian hail a 
heavy gun, with n barrel at least a foot 
longer than an ordinary gun.

was smooth and very larpo.

Tho Indians, apparently 
paying no moro attention to the sharks 
than if thoy had been bits of Coating wood, 
proceeded to land their prize. The one In- 
dian had reached out for tho dorsal fin 
when I saw a flash in the water on the 
other side. 
With a sharp cry the Indian 


jerked back his hand, nnd blood trickled 
from a gash on its buck. 
" 'Shark closer ho said, with no more 


sign of emotion than n wooden Indian, and 
ho wiped tho blood on his blouse. Waiting 
for a favorable roll of the waves, which 
woro rolling alarmingly high now, the In- 
dian unconcernedly reached for the fin 
again, got it, and the porpoise was raised 
in the boat. 


"The Indians tako all this risk the year 


round to got the oil tiie porpoises yield, 
tho average yield being three gallons of 
blubber oil to n porpoise, which they sell 
for flO cents a gallon. It is tried out In tho 
old fashioned soap kettles on tho beach. 
Tho jaw oil is obtained by hanging tha 
Jaw In the sun, tho haat of which tries it 
out. 
A good rich jaw will yield half a 


pint of oil, but that half pint is worth 
moro than n gallon of tho blubber oil. 
It 


is the very best of oil for watches and dal- 
icato mechanism, as the merest mite of Jt 
will oil a watch for months, and it ncvw 
corrodes."—Now York Sun.

THE ONE WEAK EYE. 


Queer Facts About Heat and Light. 
Tho rays of heat and light are quite in- 


dependent of each other in their ability to 
penetrate different substances. For illus- 
tration, glass allows the sun'ahoat to pass 
through as readily as it does tho rays of 
Jight, and that without heating tho glass 
too. If the glass bo poated with lamp- 
black, howovcr, tho rays of light are ar- 
rested, but the heat passes through as bo- 
foro, not a singlodegroe'sdifference in tho 
Jutter phenomenon being noticeable. Then, 
ngain, both heat and light pass through 
wiiter, providing it is clear. Ono of tlio 
oddities in this connection is this: Although 
tho heat and light pass through water in 
its normal state, tho addition of a little 
powdered alum, which readily d!»iolv">s 
Without leaving the least mnrkinr-; •, will 
arrest tho rays of beat to such an extent 
ns to almost immediately raise tho tom- 
peraturo of the water to a perceptible de- 
gree, yet the light continues to pass 
through ns before. 


Jeo, like glass, also transmits both heat 


and light. Dr. Sutherland, In "Observa- 
tions Upon tho Icebergs of Baffin's Bay," 
says: "Several pieces of granite wero found 
deeply imbedded in ice without any com- 
munications with outside air. These were 
all surrounded with what might be termed 
an atmgsphore p/f water." The explana- 
tion of such an oddity is this; Tho heat 
passing through tho ipatiad been absorbed 
by the stones until their temperature had 
boon raised to a degree sufficient to molt 
tho ice around them.—St. Louis Republic.

out defects of vision that havo never been 
suspected, and another queer thing is that 
it will demonstrate tho cases in which 
both eyes aro of equal power to bo sur- 
prisingly oxooptional. I have tried It in 
a ecoro of mixed gatherings and never yet 
without having tho experimenter observe 
some movement of the figures. There 
was one old lady, I romooiber, up at Port 
Jefferson, who persisted in saying that 
she saw precisely with both eyos as she 
did with ono eye, and well sho might, for 
when I examined her eyes closely I found 
sho was etono blind on tlio left side and 
didn't know it."—Now York Sun.

A point Is laid down by a Now 
JTork engineer, which is that tho outer 
surface of sucli material should bo of soft, 
yielding material.
